' Washington — en—Secretary Hull 
reminded Europe's hair-trigger na- 
tions today that the Briand-Kellogg 
pact for the renunciation of war is 
no less binding today than when it 
was signed in Paris 10 years ago. 


With an eye on the 
tense Ger- 


man-Czechoslovakian situation, the 
secretary of state explained he was 
re-emphasizing the anti-war pledge 
at this time because he wanled no 
false interpretation of United Stales 
policy to grow up.

This nation, he said, has been fol- 


lowing recent developments in cen- 
tral Europe with "close and anxious 
attention." 


"We cannot shut out eyes to the

Hull's Statement 


In his statement, Hull said: 
"With reference to the critical sit- 


uation involving countries in cen- 
tral Europe, I desire to say that the 
government of the 
United States 


has been following recent develop- 
ments with close and anxious at- 
tention. 


"Nearly 10 years ago the govern- 


ment of the United States signed at 
Paris a treaty providing for the re- 
nunciation of war 
as an instru- 


ment of national policy. 


"There are now parties to that 


treaty no less than 63 countries. In 
that treaty the contracting parties 
agree that "the settlement or solu- 
tion of all disputes 
or conflicts of 


whatever nature or of whatever or- 
igin Ihey may be, which may arise 
among them, shall never be soughl 
except 
by pacific 
means." 
That 


I pledge is no less binding now than 


when it was entered into. It is bind- 
ing upon all of the parties. 


Widespread Threat 


"We can not shut our eyes to the 


fact that any outbreak of hostilities 
anywhere in the world injects into

Washington correspondents who have 


never been unfair to the President are 
claiming that about 52 million dollars are 
pointed Kentuckyward in order to cheer 
the multitudes there in voting for the 
President's bosom friend, Senator Barkley, 
whose tenure of office is threatened by the 
candidacy of Governor Chandler. 


That may have caused Senator Van- 


denburg to attempt by amendment to pour 
a little bit of honesty into the distribu- 
tion of the pump-priming billions and to 
eliminate from that measure the awful 
odor of the ancient pork barrel that has 
been so evident. 


Senator Vandenburg's 
proposal 
re- 


quires of the states a contribution of one 
dollar for every three dollars received 
from the national government. 
It would 


also put into the hands of the states the 
great responsibility of directing the course 
of these funds. 


This is an old proposition at Wash- 


ington but it will recur every time the 
pork barrel is opened. The fundamentals 
of it are that Washington cannot without 
untold corruption direct relief projects 
•whether in the feeding of people or the 
creation of public work projects, and that 
local control, and the local interest that is 
created by a local contribution, are the 
only effective means of minimizing waste 
and corruption and obtaining the maxi- 
mum in efficiency. 


Mr. Roosevelt has fought this idea from 


the start. He has opposed efficiency. He 
has supported methods that naturally lead 
to waste and corruption. His method has 
kept him at the center and permitted him 
to exercise the tremendous power that ac- 
companies the distribution of tremendous 
amounts of money. 


There is no other possible understand- 


ing or excuse for centralizing these affairs 
at Washington. 


And although the Democratic party 


occasionally presents a split and a suffi- 
cient number in congress vote against the 
President, as in the Reorganization Bill, 
this sort of rebellion is not so apt to spread 
because there are too many within that 
party who figure that a crumb or even a 
pork chop dropped from the President's 
table is likely to be more than they would 
receive through local distribution. 


Meanwhile every effort to investigate 


the past conduct of the office of Mr. Hop- 
kins receives a sufficient number of short- 
armed jabs to prevent any effective result. 
If the people really come to vision the 
political dynamite that would shatter this 
administration to bits if even a quarter of 
the truth were unearthed it might not be 
so well for the party in power.

DON'T GIVE THE SUCKERS A CHANCE 


In the current issue of Collier's a few 


more layers are taken off the Irish Sweep- 
stakes just to show the people of America 
what a rank thing the gambling game is 
when it is carried on as a profession. 


The article is by one of the "distribu- 


tors" of the Sweepstakes tickets in this 
country, and therefore by an important 
fellow, because the distributors get $15,000 
a year straight salary. There are quite a 
number of distributors in this country, but 
above them are five wholesalers who av- 
erage $150,000 a year each. 


Correctly analyzing mass stupidity, 


which is really the reason why these ven- 
tures, succeed, the writer declares that 
"the greatest boon to my business is that 
the average buyer of a Sweep ticket has 
little curiosity and apparently no resent- 
ment about the way his $2.50 is treated 
after he surrenders it." 


Little does the sucker dream that two 


out of every three Sweep tickets sold-in 
this country are counterfeit Less does 
he dream that even with the legitimate 
ones $1.75 out of every $2.50 paid goes 
into commissions for salesmen, distributors 
and wholesalers, bribes connected with 
smuggling, payment of handsome salaries 
to executives, operating expenses and fin- 
ally the Irish Hospitals Trust, Ltd. 


Including the great number of counter- 


feits the author estimates that the people 
of this country spend 100 million dollars a 
year upon the fake and genuine sale of 
the Irish Sweepstakes. In order to carry 
on the legitimate Sweep it is necessary to 
turn a dozen men into criminals, to run 
the customs as did liquor a few years ago, 
to pay officers for closing their eyes, in- 
spectors for being recreant to a trust and 
high officials for violating a sacred oath 
of office. 


It is a dirty picture, a foul picture, and 


it hasn't a redeeming feature. The pallid 
cheeks at hospital cots, 
with the few 


cents that go to bring them comfort, are 
not sufficient to be seen through this fog 
of dishonesty, duplicity and crime. 


But there is a movement getting un'der 


way in this country, starting in both Cath- 
olic and Protestant churches, stimulated 
by the realization that the morals of the 
country as evidenced by widespread gam- 
bling, racketeering of nearly every sort, 
and the publication of pictures and arti- 
cles written particularly for the minds of 
those perverted people who end up by 
tearing children to pieces, are so low that 
the overwhelming majority who never 
countenance these extremes must step 
in and start cleaning the smudge off our 
national windows. 


MR. GREEN CONCEDES A TRUTH 
William Green says now that we can- 


not spend our way to a safe and decent 
life. 


Isn't it strange that no one knew this 


excepting Tories and economic royalists? 
At least so everyone was denominated 
who painted results precisely 
as they 


have occurred. 


We doubt whether Mr. Green ever 


thought the contrary. If he did he was 
something of an exception among labor 
leaders. For most members of the AFL 
board of strategy have pretty sound heads 
set upon equally sound shoulders. 


But in this country, as conditions are 


today in respect to the power vested in a 
certain membership in congress and the 
executive department, we must continue 
to mess and muss and trip and stumble 
along merely because the honey that Karl 
Marx put on his bait was too sweet for 
our rulers, and they fell for it. 


What we need most of all in this coun-

KILLERS AT HEART 


"ARE 
WE ALL killers at heart?" asks Dr. 


Louis Bisch, in the current issue of Your Life. 
He seems to think we are, in greater or less 
degree, and that newspapers, movies, radio, etc.. 
have no function whatever in creating the killer 
urge. No newspaper, etc, he says "ever brought 
out anything in a human being that was not 
there before." In fact, ho sees in movies and 
stories of violence an outlet for the normal la- 
tent instincts in all of us. and believes that 
'hose in the audience who are powerful killers 
by instinct "get a lot ofT their chests with in- 
jury to no one." 


That is contrary to a mass of pscudo-crimino- 


logical theory, which, it i-ecms to us. has tried 
to fasten upon communications agencies and 
(amusement media the responsibility for actions 
' which present-day science cannot explain oth- 
erwise. We have never seen a shadow of proof 
that any crime was stimulated by the desire 
to imitate the hero of a movie or of a news 
story, despite the numerous assertions that they 
were moved to sin by what they had seen or 
read is of no value, cither from a legal or sci- 
entific viewpoint. 


But a lonst and pretty much unanalyzed train 


of human experience withholds approval from 
all of Dr. Birch's thesis. If the human animal is 
a potential killer, he i* also highly imitative. 
Ninety-nine may get the vicarious" thrill that 
relieves the killer pressure, from a picture or 
story of violence: (he hundredth may be moved 
to go and rio likewise. And. as the occurrence 
of actual Killers among our potential murderers 
is much Ic^ than 1 in 100, we doubt that society' 
is yet ready to concede that there is no harm. 
<

DRUGS AND SENSIBILITY 
Tobacco, alcohol, narcotic drugs 


and sedative or sense-dulling drugs 
are most likely to produce habit or 
addiction in persons who are phys- 
ically or constitutionally inferior to 
begin with or who are constitution- 
ally and physically normal or even 
superior yet thru faulty education 
and environment are obsessed with 
an inferiority complex, a lack of 
self-confidence, or a vain pride 
which prevents the unhappy victim 
from being himself or herself. Un- 
der the influence of any of the 
drugs mentioned the defective's 
self-consciousness is lor the time 
being in abeyance or entirely sup- 
pressed and he or she becomes the 
equal of his or her associates, so 
far as his or her awareness goes. 


The betrayal of the public by the 


'ederal government was shamefully 
manifest in the food and drugs act 
of 1906. which our Congress Com-

hrewdly calculated to deceive anc 
mislead. I refer 
particularly to 


oaltar derivatives, anilin deriva- 
ives, drugs of the acetanilide-phe 
lacetine-antipyrin 
class.

;rugs. incorporated in scores oi 
.ostrums, sold without even decent 
estrictions by the government, are 
estructive to health and frequent- 
f a contributing cause of death, 
yet the federal foods and drugs 
bureau finds no fault with this big 
business, being1 too busy ferreting 
out trivial errors or technical vio- 
lations of regulations by small fry 
firms that have no slush fund to 
play with and clearly no intention 
to misrepresent or defraud or harm 
any one.

These gambling activities would appear to be ille-

Yet when it is proposed that 
the state be empowered, though not necessarily re- 
quired, to resort to the same means of raising money 
for the same purposes, among others, exempt insti- 
tutions actively oppose the suggestion.

Discussion of anj issue in which any large religious organization is 


interested is fraught with risk. Members of this or that faith are inclined 
to regard the presentation of a dissenting opinion or the pointing out of 
an apparent inconsistency as an act of hostility. Nevertheless, the fact 
deserves pointing out that the present federal income tax law contains 
a provision apparently intended to -

religious organization which, to a 
substantial degree, attempts to in- 
fluence legislation by propaganda 
or otherwise.

Tax On Property Rented 
For Commercial Purposes 


There was a decision by the ap- 


pellate division recently holding 
that the trustees of a Masonic in- 
stitution must pay real estate tax- 
es on that portion of a property in 
New York City which is rented for 
commercial purposes. At the time it 
was said that if this ruling were 
applied to all similar cases in New 
York from $15.000.000 to $20.000,000 
would be added to the tax rolls. 


This decision would seem to con- 


flict in principle, at least, with a 
cherished decision by the Uniti 
States supreme court which held 
that even though a religious insti- 
tution engaged in retail commerce, 
in competition with taxpaying pri- 
vate merchants, the income 
from 


that commerce is still exempt. The 
court held that the source of the 
income was of no interest. 
The 


purpose for which it was spent was 
the sole consideration in deciding 
the tax immunity.
